The following resolutions were 
passed at the Augusta mass meet- 
ing last night and wired to Gov- 
ernor Brown: 

“Whereas, Three of the citizens 
of Augusta, while peacefully trav- 
ersing the streets of Augusta this 
afternoon, were shot down by irre- 
sponsible militia, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the people of 
Augusta, in mass meeting assem- 
bled, request of his’ excellency, 
Governor J. M. Brown, that the 
state militia be withdrawn at 
once.” 


Augusta, Ga., September 27.—Alfred 
Dorn was killed and two other citizens

Dr. George Brown Sounds Note 


FOR GOOD HEALTH 


of Warning ‘in Address- 
ing Voters. 


Dr. George Brown, candidate for 
mayor, addressed large crowds of vot- 
ers yesterday at three different places, 
near the Terminal station, in the Geor- 
gia railroad yard and in the third 
ward. , | 

During his speeches he said in sub- 
stance: 

“While all the agitation is going on 
concerning street improvements, sew- 
ers, sidewalks, curbing and other Trou- 
tine affairs, what has become of the 
average citizen? Where does he come 
in? What is this city government do- 
ing for him? Are they giving him free 
baths like other cities have? Are they 
giving him pure drinking water like 
Other cities have. 

“In answering this question, I will 


State that any passenger on the South- 


ern railway train, coming from Wash-} 
ington to Atlanta, knows that the pub- | 


lic comfort rooms on the train ‘are 
locked between High Point and Greens- 
boro, N. C., and it is impossible for any 
passenger to enter one. Why is this 
done? The track on the Southern rail- 
way is upon a ridge which sheds into 
the river which supplies these two 
towns with drinking water, and if this 
rule ig violated the crew running the 


train is arrested the next day, as a 
watchman patrols this distance each 
day to see‘ that no filth is dumped 
upon the tracks. Has anything ever 
been done to protect your drinking 
water here in this town? Absolutely 
nothing. 
Drinking Water. 

“New York goes ninety miles to get 
her supply of drinking water; Los An- 
geles goes over 200 miles to get pure 
water; is it any wonder that we have 
one of the highest death rates from ty- 
phoid fever in the world? 

“What will streets and paving and 
curbing and viaducts do to save the 
life of your. child or yourself when 
stricken with typhoid fever? This is 
a question that, you will have to solve 
for yourself. You have allowed the 
politicians to run, your town for fifty 
years. That is the condition we are-in. 

“Concerning the negro problem, 
nothing has been done to solve it. If 
my suggestion ts followed out you wil! 
have absolute control of the servants 
in this town, and many a poor*woman 
who is at present doing her own work 
would have the proper servant to do 
{t had she the proper protection. 

“In building a city you want.to think 
of the unit—the individual. The name 
amounts to nothing, and the first 
question the voter should ask is. ‘What 
has this individual or this city done to 
promote the health or-happiness of my 
family ?’ We should build a city of 
homes first; that should be the kevnot?2 
—-healthy, happy homes, well protected. 
Well policed, well lighted and well ven- 
tilated. After this take up the business 
problem, and common sense will work 
it out to the satisfaction of all.’

CONFRONTS MACON 


Segregation Fought by Women 
of the Red Light 
Districts. 


Macon, Ga., September 27.—(Special.) 
There ig a possibility that unless the 
women of Macon’s restricteg district 
obey the order of Chief of Police Chap- 
man, Macon may soon have a situation 
similar to that which now exists in 
Atlanta. : 

Three months ago Chief Chapman 
notified the women in charge of the 
houses that after October 1 they must 
all be located south of the Central of 
Georgia tracks and between Cherry 
and Pine streets.

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WHY MR. WOODWARL 
SHOULD BE DEFEATED 


(From The Atianta Journal.) 


Atlanta is soon to choose new city officials for 
a term of two years. Chief among these will be a 
mayor, the head of the municipal government. Who- 
ever is named to this office will, by the very fact of 
his election, bear the stamp of the community’s ap- 
proval as a true type of its thought and purpose; he 
will stand before the State and the country-at-large 
as the chosen representative of our people’s business 
interests, their social standards and their civic 
ideals. By his deportment at home and abroad, by 
his record and his character, the people of Atlanta 
will very largely be judged: and properly so, for it 
is within their power to say what manner of man 
their mayor shall be. 


If he is of good repute and wears worthily the 
honor accorded him, his election will then be a credit 
to the community. But if he trails his high office 
through ways that are foul and smirches the public 
honor with his private misdeeds, then his election be- 
comes a shame and rebuke to the city that intrusted 
its good name to his keeping. Nor is this all. For, 
a mayor who is morally unfit and who is faithless to 
social and official standards not only stains a city’s 
reputation, but he also menaces its very character. 
From the prominence of his position, his bad example 
becomes a thousandfold worse in its effect. His of- 
fice itself is degraded in the public mind and the man 
who should be an inspiration to good citizenship be- 
comes a snare of cynical distrust. Any city where 
such a spirit prevails is built upon fateful sands and 
will fall. 


A mayor of Atlanta should embody the best traits 
of the people he is to serve: otherwise he could not 
really represent them or do their will. He should 
be mannerly, high-minded, dependable, competent and 


above all, his moral character should be beyond re- 


proach. Certain it is that wanton and notorious dis- 
regard of decency in public and private life utterly 
disqualifies any man for the responsible office of At- 
lanta’s chief executive. 

In the forthcoming mayoralty election, The Jour- 
nal has no more interest than that which any true 
citizen should feel in his community’s welfare. We 
are not even remotely concerned with the individual 
or political fortunes of any candidate. Only to the 
extent that these candidacies bear upon public in- 
terests and public honor is it our business or our 
purpose to discuss them. We should very much pre- 
fer to let this election come and go without a word 
of personal comment. But we cannot escape the fact 
that the city of Atlanta again faces a decision on 
which its continued prestige and well being vitally 
depend; and at such a juncture silence would be 
nothing short of treachery. 

It is a regrettable circumstance that Mr. James 
G. Woodward should again have embarrassed this 
city by seeking the mayorship in defiance of the 


community’s emphatic opinion as recorded at the 


last two elections. 


Let us make it clear in the outset that we are 
discussing Mr. Woodward not as an individual, but 
solely as a candidate for mayor. He has qualities 
that well deserve the regard and friendship of those 
with whom he deals in business and personal rela- 
tionships. For all such traits, we cordially give 
him credit. 

But the stubborn fact remains that through his 
own conduct, Mr. Woodward has fatally disquali- 
fied himself for the mayorship of this city. There 


is no pleasure in recalling the circumstances un- 


der which the people of Atlanta rose virtually as 
a unit four years ago to assert their civic con- 
science and self respect. But Mr. Woodward him- 
self has provoked the very issue that existed then. 
Evidently heedless of the people’s judgment as it 
was rendered in 1908, he thrust himself back into 
the limelight two years later and forced the same 
campaign to be fought over with just the same 
result. 

Surely, that should have sufficed. But in utter 
disregard of the community’s sentiment as expressed 
at two successive elections he now comes forward 
for a third time, asking the citizens of Atlanta to 
cancel their former pledges and, in fact, to repu- 
diate the stand they have taken upon an issue that 
has its beginning and end in a question of civic 
decency. 

The facts and reasons that barred Mr. Wood- 
ward from the suffrage of good citizensin 1908 and 
1910 are as imperative today as they ever were; 
and a disregard of those facts would be as calam- 
itous to Atlanta now as then. 

It is not a question of whether the moral record 
on which he was repudiated has been atoned. It is 
simply a question of whether a mayor who has re- 
peatedly disgraced the city at home and abroad 
should ever again be imtrusted with that high of- 
fice and placed before the world as the representa- 
tive of Atlanta people. 

If Mr. Woodward has forsworn the ways through 
which he dragged the city’s name, when he was in 
office, that is distinctly to his credit as a man but 
it in no wise changes his status as a candidate. 

In no circumstances can the people of Atlanta 
afford to re-commit their city’s interests and repu- 
tation to an official who made himself notorious 
throughout the Union by a flagrant disregard of 
decent and moral conduct. 

For, to do this would be to invite the censure 
and scorn of upright citizens everywhere and again 
to expose this community to the humiliation it so 
bitterly suffered in the past. 

The Journal, we repeat, has no interest in the 
mayor’s race, or in any of the candidates except 
in-so-far as the public’s welfare is concerned. Hut 
it is so evident a fact that the election of Mr. 
James G. Woodward would be a public misfortune 
that no true citizen can remain indifferent in these 
circumstances. 

We, therefore, urge upon the people of Atlanta 
as a matter of community pride and in behalf of 
their own deepest interésts to see to it that the 
city is spared the humiliation and the injury which 
Mr. Woodward's election would inevitably entail. 

And to this end, they should concentrate their 
support upon some other candidate, that candidate 
who gives the clearest and surest promise of being 
elected and of making a satisfactory mayor. The 
representative sentiment of Atlanta people should 
not be divided at such a time and on such an is- 
sue. The good name, the moral health, the con- 
tinued prestige of their city are in ¢he balance. For 
the sake of all these interests and their vital bear- 
ing on our business and our homes, Mr. Woodward 
must be defeated. . Z 

Let all good citizens take the surest course 
to that all-important result.

[FELDER CONSTRUES LAW 
ON FERTILIZER FILLER 


Commissioner Conner, after consult- 
ing with Attorney General Felder as 
to the proper interpretation the 
fertilizer filler law passed by the last 
legislature, has issued the following 
instructions to tertilizer inspectors, 
which will also be of interest to manu- 
facturers and dealers: 

“It is ruled that it shall be 
for any manufacturer, mixer, manipu- 
lator or dealer in commercial fertil- 
izers to manufacture, sell or offer tor 
Sale in this state, any fertilizer that 
contains pyrites, cinders, coal cinders 
or any injurious or deleterious filler. 

“It is ruled in addition to the present 
requirements as to what shall be 
branded upon the pacKage or tag, that 
a statement must appear immediately 
Lelow the information Siving the 
sources and ingredients, the total num- 
ber of pounds Of availiable plant food 
(phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash), 
the pounds of filler ‘worthless as a 
fertilizer, and the tota}] number of 
pounds of all other combined ma- 
terials. The following form, for ex- 
ample, should be used: 

“Available plant 

“Eller ‘worthless 

“All other combined 

“When giving this information on 
the sack, the letters used shall not be 
‘ess than three-quarters of an inch. 
When this information is put On a 
tag, it must be plainly printed, and 
the size. of the type shall not be 
smaller than ten-point capitals. 

“In stating the sources and ingredi- 
ents and her. information which is 
required on the tag, rubber stamp 
Will be allowed, but it must be printed, 
and no advertising will be permitted; 
enly the information required by law 
shall appear. In printing the sources 

i ingredients on the tag, no erasures 

be permitted; only the sources 

1 ingredients contained in the fer- 
tilizer to which the tag is attached 
shall appear thereon.’
